F<ar ha« ben expressed that riock 
exhibits at county fairs next fall may 
have to he abandoned because of the 
spread of the foot and mouth disease 
among cattle. Serious loHses sustain­ 
ed by farmers and breeders, the ex­ 
tensive nature of tho quarantine and 
the danger of removing 
cattle and 
pigs acrojs* InTected territories can­ 
not fall to have an appreciable effect 
upon stock Hhows. 
Since this big 
problem has been tackled with the 
*ense of responsibility and determ ina­ 
tion it demands, there need be no 
fear for the county exhibits If farm­ 
ers and stockmen In all parts or the 
state lend their unqualified support 
to state and federal Inspectors. 
But other departments of the fairs 
cad be filled an usual, oveu though 
owners of pure bred live stock decline 
to show animals for prem ium s this 
year. Practically all county fairs will 
encourage the Junior content work, In­ 
cluding acre of corn, live stock Judg­ 
ing, apple growing, potato growing, 
pig growing, domestio science and 
educational work. 
These Junior con­ 
tests are rapidly taking the plnce of 
exhibits that long ago attrac ted; they 
are serving to keep the boy and girl 
on the farm by giving him and her an 
Incentive to work for; and they are 
educating 
the juvenile farm er along 
practical lines as he could be educat­ 
ed In no other way. Junior contests 
should be encouraged by every com 
munlty. It is upon the boyR of today

PAYING CITY TAXES. 
William Gundor. chief deputy Jn the 
office of city auditor, Columbus, has 
devised a new plan for the payment 
of street Improvement, sewer, light 
and all other assessments for city im 
provement direct to the city treasurer 
Instead of through the county tnn« 
tirer's office as they are now 
¡»aid 
Pointing out that the county oflh inis 
charge the city more each year for 
making these collections, he contends 
they can be collected Just as well at 
the city ball and the cost would be 
no more than the . n ice or one extra 
man to check tie real estate trans­ 
fers. 
There Is another advantage to the 
taxpayers In the plan suggested by

The sermon of Rev. Mr. Grable was 
in brief, as follows: 
What do you men and women here 
in this auditorium thiuk of Christ? 
What is he to you? 
If you say he 
never lived you say what no thinker 
has said, nor says. The historicity of 
Jesus is as unchallenged as that of 
Caesar or Charlemagne. Rosseau said 
The history of Socrates which no one 
presumes to doubt is not so well at- 
t* --ted as that of Jesus Christ.’ 
The 
story of Jesus is recorded in the gos­ 
pels of Matthew, Mark. 
Luke 
and 
John 
These stories w e re written In 
the life times of the men who wit­ 
nessed what the 
stone.- report- 
If 
these gospels were destroyed 
they 
could be reproduced from the copious 
quotations from them in the writings 
of the church fathers and the Roman 
annalist. 
W ithin one hundred years 
after the death of Jesus these stories 
had been told in all of the then civil­ 
ized world. 
The messengers of Jesus 
had gone farther than the legions of 
Paesar; the emblem of the cross was 
known more remotely than the golden 
eagle. 
If you say there was no Jesus 
of Nazareth you challenge the com­ 
mon sense of the world. 


“Or you may say he lived but not as 
'ictured in these gospels, that th o s e 
who wrote of him took a stark fact 
and wrapped alK>ut it all of their ideal­ 
ism and all of tbeir dreams and gave 
us a picture Christ; that out of their 
passionate loving they 
wrought the 
eoyal ro b e which they threw about the 
shoulders of a man who lived and died 
as men have lived and died sin^e time 
began. 
'Four practical impossibilities con­ 
front such a theory as this. 
These 
are the critical, artistic, intellectual 
and moral impossibilities 
The gos­ 
pel writers could not have conceived 
the things Jesus thought. 
He was a 
Jew , but he was un-Jewish and anti- 
Jewish in his ideals and his thought. 
“ I go farther and say that Jesus of 
Nazareth was the revelation in terms 
of humanity of the will and way of 
God and that this man was the son 
of God, not as vve are the sons of 
God but in some unique, inexplicable, 
tincatalogable 
way 
which separates 
him from all of us. 
He was as divine 
as if he had not been human, and as 
human as if he had not been divine. 
"H e was the man. W e always think 
of Washington aB an American, of 
Gladstone as an Englishman and of 
Pericles as a Greek but we think of 
Christ as a man speakinsr in the ac­ 
cents of universality. 
He was the 
only cosmopolite that ever lived. All 
other men are provincial. 
Jesus did 
what others could not do 
He stamp­ 
ed his name on the brow of time and 
Christianized the calendar world. 
He 
wrote his name in the life of the 
world. 
He put his name on the can­ 
vass of the world. 
The enduring ele­ 
ment in art and music is the religious 
element. Gothic 
architecture 
is 
a 
specific contribution of Christianity to 
civilization. 
“ Jesus Christ is the greatest fact of 
history. This fact must have an ade­ 
quate cause. 
The only 
supposable 
adequate cause is his divinity.”
